the resolution demonstrated. 
tario will not have a port on Hudson 


Bay, but she will be granted a strip 
of land 5 miles wide. for the continu- 
ance of her government railway to 
that port, and a 10 mile water front 
along the mouth of the Nelson. This, | 
in effect, was the gist of the announ-, 
cement made»by the premier, an an-j} 
nouncement which has resulted in 
much comment throughout the corri- 
dors. It was reported several days 
ago that Ontario would be satisfied 
by the granting of a right-of-way to 
the bay, but that province has been 
granted more. She has been granted 
a subsidy of land, not 200 feet, the 
right-of-way width. but 5 miles wide, 
which will extend for nearly 100 
miles, and which will involve sub- 
stantially a grant of land of 3.200 
acres to the mile, or of 220,000 acres 
in all. 

The order-in-council from which 
the premier made his announcement 
provides for the tranefer to the On- 
tario government, a minister of that 
government, or a commission. a piece 
of land of the uniform width of 6 
miles, commencing at a point to be 
determined by the government of On- 
tarlo from the proposed boundary of 
Manitoba to the Nelson river. On- 
tario is, however, restricted in her 
choice of starting point, since it is 
required that the strip only shal] rm 
not more than 50 miles at anv point 
from the bay. On reaching the Nel- 

,son a further strip, not more than 
half'a mile wide, shall be. granted on 


more than 10 miles as a continuous 
water front along the rives or shores 
of the bay. The province in this con- 
neption will be granted such interest 
in yce river as will permit of the 


On-| erectien, maintenance, and operation 


of docks, elevators, etc. 

In the event, however, of the ter- 
minus of the Hudson Bay railway be- 
ing established at Churchill, and if 
the province of Ontario chooses that 
point also as a terminus a right’ of 
way 200 feet wide will be granted 
from the Nelson river to a junction 
of the Hudson Bay railway and the 
Ontario government line have run- 
ning rights over it. In the event of 
the province deciding to construct its 
railway beyond the borders of its own 
province the government will create 
such legislation as will favor the pro- 
vince to gain all the rights necessary 
for the operation of that road. 

‘In the order-in-council no condition 
is imposed upon the province to build 
the railway. All that is required is 
that the land needed be chosen within 
5 years, After that the province con- 
trols and owns the strip without be- 
ing compelled to build. 

The jurisdiction of Manitoba will 
extend to the territory granted On- 
tario insofar as separate schools are 
concernod, 

“One of the most extraordinary 
legislative jumbles” was the opening 
comment of Sir Wilfrid Laurier when 
the announcement was made. It 
meant, he said, that one province 
should have sovereignty over land 
‘within the boundaries of another. Mr. 
Borden disagreed. It was the same, 
he said, as making a grant to a pro- 
vince for railway construction instead 
of to an individual, | . 
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PREVENT PRAIRIE FIRES 


CHINA IS DISPLEASED 


Railways Must Have Plowed Fire-| Because of Alleged III-Treatment of 


guards Along Their Lines in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. 

Ottawa.—To prevent prairie fires 
starting and spreading from sparks 
thrown from engines the’ railway com- 
mission has issued a drastic fire guard 
regulation affecting all railways oper- 
ating under its jurisdiction in the 
provinces of_Alberta and Saskatche 


wan. i 

The ‘order provides ‘hat every 

_rathway compony. subject tothe legis- 
lative authority of Canada, operating 
steam lines in the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan shall, on or 
before Aug. 1 of each year construct 
‘along each side of the right of way 
in these provinces, and not less than 
400 feet distant from the centre, a 
fire guard consisting of a plowed strip 
of land not less than 16 feet in 
width.” 

This fire guard must be kept free| 
from dry grass, weeds, and other com- 
bustible material between Aug. 1 and 
Dec. 1 of each year. A penalty of $25 
in civil damage is placed-upon any 
employee of the ,companies who leav-} 
es gates open or cuts fences, result- 
ing in injury to cattle. The com- 
panies are subject to a penalty of 
$100 for each infraction of the order. 

To obviate the necessity of em- 
ployees of railways going under en- 
gines to empty ashpans, a work which 
endangers life, the board orders that 
aH engines be equipped before Dec. 
31, 1913, with ashpans which may be 
dumped without going underneath. 
No engine not so equipped can be, 
used after the date fixed by the order.

CONNAUGHT TO VISIT WEST 


Western Tour Will Begin in Septem- 
ber and Extend to Prince Rupert. 
Ottawa.~A busy summer is before 

their Royal Highnesses, the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. They will 
traverse Canada from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, visiting every province, 
and will hold dinners or levees at 
provincial capitals or principal cities, 
Early in May their Royal Highnesses 
will go to Montreal for horse show 
week. They will return to Ottawa, 
and, after opening the horse show 
here, will go on to Toronto for the 
horse show in that city, where they 
will spend the week, 


Immediately after they go to Lon- 
don and Guelph for ten days. In 
August the Royal Household will 
leave for the Maritime provinces, 
where they will visit St. John, Hali- 
fax and Charlottetown. They will do 
most of their travelling in the Kast 
by one of the Government steamers. 

His Royal Highness will spend a 
few days fishing in New Brunswick, 
staying on Lord Strathcona’s estate. 

Early in September the Household 
will start for the West. Details of 
the trip have not been worked out. 
They will leave immediately after the 
Toronto Exhibition, which the Duke 
of Connaught will open. They will 
make the first stop at Winnipeg, and 
proceed to the Coast, with various 
stops, to Vancouver, Victoria and 
Prince Rupert, Fither going or com- 
ing they will make stops at Saska- 
toon, Edmonton, Regina, Calgary and 
points of importance. The 
Western trip will last from six weeks 
to two months.

Cruise points out that whereas 
prairie breaking may be don? for $4 
an acre, it costs from $10 to $lo an 
acre to break up scrub land. As the 
regulations stand at present, there- 
fore, much more is required financial- 
ly of a scrub homesteader than of a 
prairie homesteader, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the former should receive 
more encouragement than the latter. 


The suggestion of Cruise is that 
improvement be capitalized and that 
the regulation of the amount be bas- 


ed accordingly. In this manner, the 
usual 30 acres would not be required 
of a man who settled on scrub land. 

It is believed that another change 
contemplated is in connection with 
homesteads taken by farmers owning 
land adjacent. At present a man is 
allowed to live on his farm and home- 
stead at some distance away, provid- 
ed that his payments on the original 
property are up to date. It has been 
asked that the arrangement go fur- 
ther and that if the owner of the 
land is making his payments to the 
satisfaction of the man from whom 
he purchased it, whether he ts up to 
date or not. he be allowed to have a 
second homestead. 


TO BUILD LINE TO PEACE RIVER 


French Syndicate Capitalized at $5,- 
000,000 to Build Western Rallway 
Edmonton, Alta.—A French syndi- 

cate incorporated under the name of 

the Pacific and Peace River Railway 

Development Syndicate is completing 

the organization of a railway com- 

pany capitalized at $5,000,000, this 
capital being subscribed exclusively 
in France. 

The purpose of the company is to 
build a railwey from Dunvegan to 
Bellacoola, B.C., the route followed 
being the shortest from Peace River 
» the Pacific. A federal charter was 
granted last ver: to the syndicate by 
tka Yanttrnion Government and gives 
power to the Pacific and Peace River 
Railway Company to construct and 
operate a raihway from Bellacoola on 
Burk Channel, B.C,, to a point at or 
near Dunvegan, touching at Fort Fra- 
zer, Stuart Lake, Fort McDonald, and 
passing. through the Pine Pass, the to- 
un distance being in all about 480 
miles, 
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AVIATION FLEET FOR BRITAIN 


England Is To Compete With France 
and Germany in Aeroplanes. 

London.—Great Britain contem- 
plates competing with France and 
Germany in building up an aviation 
fleet. It is expected that the forth- 
coming estimates will contain a lib- 
eral provision for the purchase of 
aeroplanes. Ten have already been 
ordered and before summer the army 
will possess from 24 to 30, which will 
be built to meet the requirements of 
the army. 

The activity of Europe in this direc- 
tion is shown by the announcement of 
M. Millerand, the French minister of 
war, that $4,400,000 would be expend- 
ed for aviation during the coming 
year, and that Germany intends to in- 
crease her expenditures for this pur- 
pose from $3,200,000 to $3,700,000. 


WANT 50,000 WORKMEN 


Grand Trunk Pacific Railway and 
Canadian Northern Anxious to 
Complete Line. 

Winnipeg, Man.—The railway com- 
panies are now faced with the pro- 
blem of securing between fifty and 
sixty thousand men to carry out the 
vast development programme mapped 
out’ by the companies in the Canad- 
jan west during the summer of 1912, 
The work to be undertaken this year 
is greater than ever before, and it is 
doubtful whether the supply will 
nearly meet the demand. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific and Canadian Northern 
are willing to take on all they can 
possibly get, as both companies are 
desirous of rushing through their 

main line to completion. 


TO PREVENT EMIGRATION 


Official Action Being Taken to Pre- 
vent People of the Western 
States Flocking to Canada. 

Washington.—With the co-opera- 
tion of more than 25 states, the fed- 
eral authorities have entered upon a 
systematic campaign to prevent the 
emigration of persons from the Unit- 
ed States to Canada, It is estimated 
that 7,500 farmers went to northwest 
Canada between July 1, 1910, and 
July 1, 1911, and hundreds of thous- 
ands before that time. To divert emi- 
gration to different parts of the Unit-| 
ed States the department of com- 
merce is co-operating with the state 
dearptment of agriculture and bure- 
aus of immigration.

QUEBEC AND UNGAVA LAND 


Sir Lomer Gouin s That Province 
Expects All Islands as Well. 

Quebec.—While the news of the 
annexation of Ungava has been wel- 
comed here Premier Goin had some- 
thing to say as to the rest of the 
boundary resolutions. 

“I set,” remarked Sir Lomer, “that 

we are given the territory up to Hud- 
son’s Bay but what about the islands, 
of which there are hundreds along 
the shore of Ungava? They are not 
even mentioned in the Federal reso- 
lutions. 
» “In the resolution, which we adop- 
ted in the House a couple of years 
ago, we expressed our desire to ob- 
tain these islands, which belong to 
us just as much as the shore. 

“We asked for all the islands in 
the Hudson’s Bay to the east of the 
continuation of the boundary line be- 
tween Quebec and. Ontario. This 
would give us not only the islands 
along the shore line but also those 
out in the open. 

“IT think the omission is inadvert- 
ant and it will only be necessary to 
call the attention of the Government 
to it in order to. get our rights. Other- 
wise the islands will remain in the 
unorganized territories and there is 
not much gense in that.” 


GENERAL CHEN DISAPPEARS 


Foxy Chinese Commander Was De- 
tected in Huge Graft Scheme. 

Shanghai—The ‘mpression prevails 
here that graft will not be tolerated 
by the Republican officials, following 
the strange disappearance of General 
Chen, who was made military com- 
mander of this city when the rebels 
gained control. 

Gen, Chen was commanded to buy 
arms for the troops at Wu Chang. He 
purchased a large quantity of obso- 
lete rifles which were thrown into the 
river by order of Gen. Li Yuan Hung. 
General Chen got the guns for 17 
taels each and sold them for 30 taels 
each. Soon afterwards he disappear- 
ed. His friends were told that the 
Generai was “very sick.” All efforts 
to locate him having failed, it is now 
believed he has disappeared.

Steamers Chartered to Convey Sup- 
ply From Norfolk, Va., to 
Gibraltar. 

Norfolk, Va.—The British govern- 
ment has begun buying coal at this 
port and four British steamers have 
been chartered to come here and 
take it to Gibraltar where it is to be 
delivered to the British admiralty. 
Three or four steamers are expected 
to take approximately 25,000 tons, 
That the British navy is in urgent 
need of this fuel would seem to be 
made apparent by the freight rate 
which the government has undertak- 
en to pay the steamers, which is $5 
a ton. This is only 40 cents less 
than the ocean rate to San Francisco. 


MEDALS FOR SHOOTERS, 


To Be Awarded by Department in all 

Arms of Canadian Service. 
Ottawa.—Military orders just issu- 
ed announce that there will be med- 
als awarded to the best shooters in 
each regiment or squadron of cavalry, 
regiment or battery of artillery, com- 
pany of engineers, regiment of infan- 
try, and company of the Army Ser- 
vice Corps of the Active Militia. 
The badge will be awarded to the 
man obtaining the highest figure of 
merit which will be arrived at by di- 
viding the total number of points ob- 
tained by the rounds fired. 


KANSAS CITY EMIGRANTS 


About 800 Cars of Settlers and Effects 
Booked for Canadian West. 

Winnipeg. —The Immigration com-| 
mission has announced that one im- 
migration agency at Kansas City has 
already 800 cars of settlers and set- 
tlers’ effects ready to come to Can- 
ada, and will have ultimately 150 cars 
for Saskatchewan and Alberta points. 


Open Up Dry Farming Lands. 
Winipeg.—To its 6,000 miles al-] 
ready in operation in Western Can- 
ada the C.P.R. will have added 700 
miles more by Dec, Ist of this year, 
Following the policy which would 
make a reality of a double track all 
along the main line right through the 
wheat belt from Calgary to the head 


of the Lakes, the C.P.R. this year 
has added 73 miles to its double 
tracks east from Regina. Another 


notable fact is the Weyburn-Leth- 
bridge line which will cover a dist-) 
ance of approximately 300 miles when 
completed, will have an addition of 
a straight 100 miles this year. This 
will take steel within 125 miles of 
Lethbridge, its terminus. All through 
this territory the road will open up 
some famous dry farming country in 
Southern Saskatchewan and Alberta.

THE SUNDAY SCHO)L 


LESSON 


X.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
MARCH 10, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark i, 29-45. 
Memory Verses, 40, 41—Golden Text, 
Matt. viii, 17—Commentary Preparea 
by Rev. D. M, Stearns. 


The events of this lesson, the heai- 
ing of the fever stricken and all man- 
ner of diseased people and spirit pos- 
sessed people and the healing of 
a leper, are all samples of the king- 
dom which was at hand, but which did 
hot come because they would not 
have Him. Verse 39 of our lesson 
summarizes it briefly, ‘He preached 
in their synagogues throughout all 
Galilee and cast out demons.” It is 
more fully stated in Matt. iv, 23, 
“And Jesus went about all Galilee, 
teaching in their synagogues and 
preaching thé gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of sickness 
and al) manner of disease among the 
people.” It was predicted by the 
prophets that in the kingdom the 
blind would see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and no one complain because of sick- 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Isa. xxxili, 24; xxxv, 5, 6). It was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
Ixv, 25), No 
one seems to expect these last men- 
tioned things until Jesus shall come 
again, but many are wondering why 
they cannot be healed of all diseases 
even though the kingdom has _ not 
come. They ask often complainingly,. 
“Ig not the body as well as the soul 
included in the atonement?” Yes; 
the great atonement will reach the 
body, too, and in the resurrection 
these bodies of our humiliation will 
be fashioned like His glorious body, 
but. til! then we must wait patiently 
in strength or weakness, as He may 
in His infinite love and wisdom 
decide. Some are heaied by His hand 
without a physician and some by His 
blessing wpon the physician’s skill 
and medicine, while some continue 
in weakness, and many are passing 
out from the mortal body. The truly 
devout soul says under all circum- 
stances, “Even 80, Father.” and re- 
joices in the perfect will of God. 

Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of 
His going from the synagogue to the 
home of Simon and Andrew, where 
Simon’s wife’s mother lay sick of a 
fever. He took her by the band, re 
buked the fever, and !mmediately she 
was well and ministered to them. 
Compare the ministry of angels in 
verse 13, Think of Samuel as a little 
boy ministering to the Lord (I Sam. 
iil, 1) and let all our service be “unto 
the Lord” and “before the Lord.” 
Possibly more might be healed if He 
saw. that they would minister unto 
Him, for He ig seeking in every way 
to bring people unto Himself that He 
may fill them with His fullness (Ex. 
xix, 4; I Pet. fii, 18). 

Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner 
of diseased and demon possessed peo- 
ple being brought to Him to be heal- 
ed, and it is written here and in the 
parallel accounts in Matthew and 
Luke that He laid His hands on every 
one of them and healed them (Luke 
iv, 40): that He cast out the spirits 
with His word and healed all that 
were sick, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoke by Isaiah the pro- 
phet, saying. “Himself took our in- 
firmities and bare our sicknesses” 
(Matt. viil, 16, 17; Isa, liil, 4). If 
they had only received Him as. their 
Messiah the Lord would have made 
bare His holy arm fn the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the sal ‘a- 
tion of our God (Isa. lif, 10), but be- 
cause He is still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn. He needs no testimony from 
His adversaries, so He suffered not 
the demons to speak evcn though 
they said, “Thou art Christ, the Son 
of God.” 

Lesson verses 35 to 39 tell of His 
early morning praying 2 grest while 
before day, having gone of to a snli- 
tary place. Since He felt the need 
of being away from even these few 


disciples that He might the better 
commune with His Father, how can 
we know much of real cymmunion 
with God in the constantly busy life 
that so many lead? It is true ‘vat 
we can pray to God anywhere and ut 
any time, but see how He wen uway 
alone. Simon and the others found 


Him and told Him that pevsj'2 were 
looking for Him; then He said: “Let 
us go into the rext towns.” “I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also.” We must not forget 


| that “the field is the world” and our 


orders are, “Go ye into all the world.” 
The four lepers of Samaria should 
put us to shame with their words: 
“We do not well. This day is a day 
of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace” (II Kings. vii, 9). Our lesson 
chapter closes with the record of a 
healed leper who published and blaz- 
ed abroad the fact of his being heal- 
ed so widely that Jesus had to stay 
away from the cities, and the people 


came to Him from every quarter. He 
is still the same Jesus. full of com- 
passion as when He said to that lep- 
er. “I will, bé thou clean,” and as 


quickly as the leper was healed (im- 
mediately) just as quickly can a sin- 


ner be saved, Without money and 
without price He gives eternal life 
to all who receive Him. The strange 


thing is that those who profess to 
have been saved by Him have not the 
zea) of this leper’ nor gratitude en- 
ough to tel! others the glad tidings.
